WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Loyal Russian troops operating under the authority of the Omsk 
government have defeated a large Bolshevik army, capturing 31,000 prisoners and large quantities 
of war material, according to a telegram from the Omsk authorities to the Russian Minister at Stock- 
holm, The message, as printed in the Swedish press, was received today at the State Department. 
The telegram said the Third Bolshevik Army of ten regiments had been shattered and the 
loyal troops had advanced beyond Kama and Noet and were pursuing the enemy toward Glassov. 
Booty captured included armored trains, farge quantities of war materials and reserve supplies. 
It was assumed here that the Russian forces referred to were those which recently captured 
Perm, a city in European Russia, near the Siberian line, taking more than 10,000 prisoners.

DUCATING ADULTS. 

In her annual report as chief of the 
children’s bureau Mies Julia Lathrop re 
cently declared in Washington that “The 
time has come when the whole subject of 
child labor should be considered anew with 
reference to education as the most effective 
and profitable means of control.” To a 
great extent Miss Lathrop is right. For 
children to work at certain kinds of labor, 
at certain times and under right conditions 
ie not a crime; but the abuse which ehil. 
dren Yave suffered at the hands of certain 
factory owners, and even from foolish and 
cruel parents, calls for strict legislation 
along these lines. The childtabor problem 
will at last be solved like the saloon evil, 
the redlight pest and other social problems 
have been solved—that is, child labor will 
be abolished or almost completely done 
away with when the great mass of grown- 
ups have been educated to see the biack- 
ness and the horror of ft. The children 
must be educated, certainly: but in this 
case it will be necessary to educate the 
adults first that they may not only vote 
and work against child labor, but that ther 
may instill inte the minds of their children 
as strong a sentiment against the exploita- 
tion of children as they have recently been 
taught to hate strong drink.

ARTITIONING MEXICO. 

Senator Asburst of Arizona has started 
badly hig movement to have the United 
States secure by purchase Lower California 
and a part of the Mexican State of Sonora. 
He advocates the acquisition on the grounds 
that Mexico should not retain possession of 
the {éfritory because the Mexican govern- 
ment is unable to maintain order. Senator 
Ashurst is plainly hot abreast of the times; 
he is still living in the era when diplomatic 
controversies were settled in accordanve 
with the will of the strongest While the 
territory might be a highly desirable acquisi- 
tion to the domain.of the United States, the 
first question to be decided is whether Mexi- 
co desires to sel. 

Dispatches from Mexico City indicate that 
Senator Ashurst’s proposal has been re- 
ceived by the press and the public of Mexico 
as thinly veilel extortion. They regard the 
attitude of Senator Ashurst as menacing to 
the integrity of their republic. While the 
Mexican government may be willing to admit 
that the United States can secure the terri- 
tory through conquest if she desires, the 
consensus of opinion is that this country 
would not embark on a campai«n of conquest 
ageinst Mexico at the very hour when our 
President is abroad trying to establish a 
world peace and a league of nations on @ 
basis of justice and self-determination for 
all peoples. 

The Times is firmly of the opinion that 
no form of coercion, real or implied, should 
be used to acquire Lower California, If 
the Mexican people through their govern- 
ment should decide that a stipulated sum 
of American gold would be more desirable 
than the possession of a peninsula that has 
paid no public revenue for a number of 
years, that is now governed practically as 
an independent state—then The Times 
would say that the question should receive 
serious consideration. 

In his address to the Sevate, Senator 
Ashurat said that Lower California is the | 
vermiform ‘appendix of Mexico and the 
Achilles’ heel of the United States. But | 
the Senator must remember that, however 
far our boundaries are extended, the out- , 
posts will always be exposed to hostile at- ; 
tack. Extending the internationa] boundary 
fifty miles farther south would not elimi- 
nate the boundary. It ig but fair to re- 
member, on the other hand, that Senator 
Ashurst is in a position to know a great 
dea] of the internal conditions in Lower 
California. 

But restoring orderly government in 
Mexico is vastly different from securing by 
an offer to purchase, backed by a threat of 
conquest, a purtien of the territory of the 
Mexican republic. At its best, Genator 
Ashurst has put the cart before the horse. 
If all the Senator's charges should be con- 
firmed an appeal might be made to the new 
league of nations for a referendum vote, 
under the self-determination clause, in 
Lower California. This seems the only 
possible relief if Mexico is not inclined to 
sell that the Arizona Senator 
so ardently desires to see a 
United States.

THE COERCION OF 
DEFIANT STATES. 


Methods of Vroposed teague of 
Nations Made Clear. 


BY WILLIAM HOWARD TAFT 

Mr. Bryan was the first to dis- 
cover that the programme of the 
league of nations to enforce peace 
was unconstitutional. The weight 
of Mr. Knox's doubt has been added 
to this view. An editorial writer 
in the New York Sin recently de 
voted the whole of the editorial page 
of that important journal to en- 
forcing the same objection. The 
argument is directed against the use 
of the army and navy of-the United- 
States ag part of a police force to 
esforce judgment of the league 
court or to carry out the compro 
mises of its commission of concilia 
tion. It is urged that because Con- 
gress only has the power to declare 
war under the Constitution the“ 
treaty making power of the govern 
ment could not delegate to an inter- 
national] council authority te order 
into war our military forces for 
league purposes. 

If this was a fair statement of 
what the plan of the league of na 
tions involved the contention would 
be sound, but we find in this, as in 
other arguments against the plan of 
the league, that it rests on a misun- 
derstanding of what the plan ls. The 
plan of the American league as re 
cently announced contemplates the 
use of the combined military and 
naval forces of the league to wage 
war. First, to compel any mem- 
her of the league against which 
judgment has been rendeted by the 
league court to comply with the 
judgment: second, to compel any 
member to accept and perform the 
compromise recommended by the 
commission of conciliation ff the 
executive council of the league con- 
Cludes that the compromise should 
be carried out in the interest of gen- 
eral peace. This is not provision 
that the United States as a member . 
of the league shall make its army 


and navy directly subject to the 
orders of the leacue’s executive 
council. It is merely a_ treaty 


obligation of the United States to 
begin a war for a league purpose in 
certain contingency. 

How will it comply with that obli- 
gation? Just as the Constitution 
provides, to wit: by a declaration 
of war by Congress, by preparation 
for such a war by appropriate legis- 
lation and by executive acts of the 
President. Under our Constitu- 
tion we bind our nation to contracts 
with other nations by the treaty- 
making power, Le., by the President 
and the Senate. But these treaty 
obligations are not performed by 
the government agency which makes 
them. They are to be performed by 
that agency of the government and 
the people to which is specifically 
delegated the power to doe so. 

If the United States agrees In a 
treaty to pay money, as it agreed to 
pay $20,000,000 to Spain for the 
Philippines, the treaty-making pow- 
ers have mo power to pay the money. 

What is true of national promises 
to pay money is equally true of the 
nation’s promise to make war. The 
treatv-making pewer can create the 
obligation to make war, but it ts for 
Congress to perform it. Congress 
may refuse, although it thus breaks 
nationa] faith. The plan of the 
league therefore looks only to an 
obligation of the United States te 
declare and carry on war in the 
constitutional way. The obliga- 
tion arises in a certain contingency 
and for a league purpose. Congress 
must end will retain the power to 
say whether the contingency has 
arrived, and indeed even ff it has, 
whether the obligation shall never- 
theless be performed. 

The possibility of a breach of na- 
tional faith may be pointed out as 
@ weakness of the leagud Hf 20 
it is tmherent in every treaty, the 
valine and utility of which muet 
ultimately rest im the honor of the 
nations making it. The more re 
sponsible the nations the greater 
their power of performatice, the 
keener their appreciation of their 
honor; the clearer their perception 
of the value to themselves and the 
world of maintaining the treaty, 
the greater the certainty that the 
treaty will live and effect its pur- 


pose. 

Has this nation the power to 
agtee to make war in advance of 
the events upon which war Is to be 
declared’? It has never been ques- 
tioned, The United States is a na- 
tion with all the sovereign rights 
of a nation. The framers of the. 
Constitution never intended to 
derogate from that sovereignty by 
depriving it of the ordinary powers 
enjoyed by other nations. A com- 
mon exercise of national power has 
been in making offensive and de 
fensive alliances. In them each 
nation agrees to make war when 
the other is engaged. We made a 
treaty with France much resembling 
this during ovr revolution. By a 
merely defensive alliance each 
party agrees to join the other in 
war when the latter is attacked. 
We — such a treaty in ef- 
feat. wit ama. We have ar 
anteed her political and territorial 
integrity. That means that ff any 
nation attacks her and attempts to 
take her independence or her terrt- 
tory, Or any part.of it. we agree to 
make war to prevent it. We have 
a similar obligation to Cuba. Are 
these treaties unconstitutional! be- 
cause they bind Congress to de 
clare and make war in a certain 
event? 

The editorial writer of the Sun 
contends that Congress may not de 
clare war upon a Balkan state to 
compe! it to abide by the judgment 
of an international court. Congress 
has the power to declare war with- 
out express limitation of any kind. 
By what course of reasoning can a 
limitation be imnlied? If the Balkan 
state ig a member of the leacue 
and defies a judgment of its court, 
it violates its treaty with the United 
States. Violation of treaty rights 
is a just ground for war and of 
frequent occurrence. If a Balkan 
state were pot a member of the 
league. the United States might 
sti have ® just ground for joining 
with ite fellow league members in 
the defiant state to 
abide a juet judement, and thus pre- 
venting a war in that center of the 
world disturbance Whence came the 
great war that engulfed us all.
